O ur desert willow is not a willow, it 
is a bignonia. 
Spring tim e is skipping along its 
w ay. 
Some of the early annuals 
are beginning to disappear, but a n ­ 
other floral display is with us. 
The 
palo verde trees are, as usual, in a 
big way. going in for m ultitudes of 
yellow blossoms. 
Each day, the in ­ 
crease is perceptable and it will not 
be long before the first 
blossoms 
fall, forming the yellow carpet u n ­ 
der the trees, as more and

blossom s appear to take their places 
on the branches. 
The llow er pro­ 
duction capacity of the palo verde is 
remarkable. 
One of the best 
d is­ 
plays, close to Palm Springs, is at 
the junction of the Indio and Palm 
Canyon roads. 
A long Palm Canyon D rive 
the 
parkinsonias are com ing into their 
ow n. 
If you w ill notice the blossom 
closely you w ill see a touch of red 
on one of the petals. 
The leaves 
are intriguing. Try to describe them 
and watch the tangle your words 
form. 
Visitors com e into the M u­ 
seum to ask about the tree. 
In the 
course of their description the leaves 
take a terrific beating. 
Yesterday 
one woman referred to the leaflets 
as "bumps along a thin 
branch." 
A nyw ay, once you have observed 
the leaves of the parkinsonia you 
cannot confuse the tree w ith 
its 
close relative the palo verde. 
I am often asked the 
scientific 
nam e of the Parkinsonia planted in 
the parking of Palm Canyon Drive.

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
declares at Ottawa that "so long as 
this government is in power, there 
will be no conscription of Canadians 
for a war overseas." Canadians will 
rise to the defense of their own 
country in any emergency, he says, 
"but the days of great expeditionary 
forces crossing the ocean are no 
longer with us." He adds that it 
seems "unlikely any dominion of the 
British Empire will ever again send 
an expeditionary force to Europe." 
* * • 
We heard a radio announcer say, 
Sunday night, that Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler had made a stirring 
patriotic address on that day and 
that he declared America would 
never again send soldiers to fight on 
foreign soil. We have searched the 
daily newspapers in vain since then 
for a report of the Senator's speech. 
* * * 
"Isn't there anything we can do to 
keep this country from heading into 
another war?" we were asked by 
a well-known local woman the 
other day. She has reasons to be 
worried, for she has two sons of 
military age, one 21 and the other 
26—and she knows, more than most 
of us, about the horrors of war, for 
she was a Red Cross nurse during 
the World War. Some of the other 
mothers and fathers had better start 
asking that same question, because 
when war comes, it will come sud­ 
denly, and then, of course, it will 
be the duty of every American to 
do his part to aid his country even 
to the point of giving up sons. 
Until that time, however, the true 
patriot will do his utmost to keep 
his country out of war. 
• * * 
You may expect to hear soon of 
atrocities committed by Germans 
and Italians in the little nations they 
have invaded. Something has to be 
done to make us hate them enough 
to want to fight, if we are to par­ 
ticipate in a war, and enough money 
spent in this country on propaganda 
can create hatred to such a degree. So 
many of us suspect we were victims 
of propaganda in the World War and 
that the same thing is to be done 
all over again, that it may be a lit­ 
tle more difficult to make us lose 
our heads so quickly, but enough 
propaganda will do it. As much as 
we sympathize with the unfortun­ 
ates of Europe, we feel a little more 
strongly for the American mothers 
and their sons who would be called 
upon to make the supreme sacrifice. 
To say that any European nation 
or any group of nations can, or 
would invade the United States, is 
absolutely silly and ridiculous. Even 
if there should be such a possibility, 
the time to fight is when such an 
invasion is threatened. Until then 
let's slay at home ar.d look after the 
unfortunates in our own country. 
The time to raise objection against 
war is now. If we keep quiet now. 
a few months hence may be too late. 
When the country is engaged in a 
war, of course it is the duty of every 
citizen to stick with his country, 
even though he feels it was a lot of 
foolishness that got us into the war.

Our sympathies are there, but 
we are not in the least inclined 
i to repeat the adventure of 1917.

We have 
work to be done in our own land 
that calls for all our thought, en­ 
ergy and patriotic devotion. 
We cannot afford the risk and 
certain losses that would come 
from another attempt to make 
Europe over into our mold. 
General Smedley Butler has told 
the country in no uncertain terms, 
during the past dozen years, that 
America should never again fight 
on foreign soil. Senator Borah, for­ 
mer President Herbert Hoover, and 
other statesmen have told us re­ 
cently that the nation is foolishly 
headed for another war.

Times yesterday voiced our senti­ 
ments also in the following editorial: 
The only government in the civ­ 
ilized world so far to protest 
against the ruthless Italian grab 
of little Albania is the one which, 
among the major powers, is the 
least affected by it—the United 
States. 
This country has denounced 
with increasing vigor every act of 
aggression committed by Ger­ 
many. Italy and Japan ever since 
the Italian grab of Ethiopia four 
years ago. Our formal protests 
have run into dozens. Have they 
actually accomplished anything 
toward discouraging aggression? 
And if they have not, are we— ] 
the moral aspect aside—stronger 
or weaker for having made them? 
Has any authoritarian nation paid 
any real attention to them, or has 
cumulative ineffectiveness in tact 
promoted the very thing we have 
been trying to prevent? 
To put the matter just as blunt­ 
ly as it can be put. are we willing 
to go to war to make our protest! 
effective? Maybe, as the Presi­ 
dent says, there are ways strong­
